In  that  Speech,  Mr.  Fox  himfelf  declares,  that  in  what 
he  had  previoufly  faid,  "  he  had  confined  himfelf  merely  to  a  ftatement  of 
the  fituation  of  the  Poll ;"  and  that  "  he  would  now  enlarge  upon  topics 
of  which  he  had  hitherto  forborne  to  fpeak."  He  proceeds  in  a  ftrain 
fo  manly  and  eloquent,  that  it  would  be  doing  equal  injuftice  to  the 
Public,  and  to  him,  to  omit  it.  Its  infertion  is,  befides,  the  more  ne- 
ceffary,  as  it  was  particularly  referred  to  in  the  fhort  Speech  with  which 
Mr.  Horne  Tooke  finifhed  the  bufinefs  of  that  day. 

As  to  the  Speeches  (if  they  can  be  fo  called)  of  Sir  Alan  Gardner,  the 
friends  of  that  Gentleman  will  readily  excufe  the  omiilion  of  them.  To 
publifh  a  literal  copy  (and  no  other  ought  to  be  given)  of  what  he  uttered, 
would  be  to  furnifh  food  for  ridicule  and  laughter.  No  other  poilible  pur- 
pofe  could  be  ferved  by  it,  excepting  to  infult  the  under/landings,  and 
wound  the  feelings ,  of  thofe  of  his  Electors  who  ba<ve  any  pretentions  to 
either. 

It  may  be  proper,  perhaps,  to  add,  that  this  Edition  of  Mr.  Tooke's

TO  THE  ELECTORS  OF  WESTMINSTEk. 

Gentlemen, 

IT  is  only  in  times  like  the  prefent,  when  attempts  are  flagi- 
tioufly  made  to  murder  innocent  men,  that  the  progrefs  of  a 
Candidate  can  poflibly  be  from  the  Huttings  to  Newgate,  and 
from  Newgate  back  to  the  Huttings.  The  circumttance  declares 
the  times  ;  For  any  man  who  could  reasonably  be  "even  fufpected 
of  deferving  what  I  have  fuftered,  would  be  abandoned  by  the 
whole  human  race. 

But  you  mutt  be  well  aware,  that  if  I  had  never  known,  or, 
knowing,  had  not  loved  the  free  Conttitiuion  of  my  Country,  I 
Ihould  not  have  been  voted  a  Traitor  by  the  ufurping  Proprie-* 
tors  of  Boroughs;  who,  under  an  inlidious  pretence  of  attach-' 
rrient — not  to  Kingship,  which  we  acknowledge — but  to  Monarchy \ 
which  we  abhor — are  endeavouring  to  undermine  (it  is  not  the 
place  for  me  here  to  fay  how  far  they  have  undermined)  the 
lawful  (Government  of  King,  Lordi  and  Commons ;  and  to  fubfti-. 
tute  aTyranny  of  their  own,  under  (the  moil  odious  of  all  forms) 
a  temporary,  elective  Dictator,  dependent  only  upon  their  own 
corrupt  and  proftituted  votes. 

In  the  purfuit  of  their  plan,  and  for  the  efrablifhment  of  their 
power,  they  are  endeavouring  to  feat  themfelves  on  the  fame 
Throne,  by  the  fide  of  their  Sovereign — by  perverting  thofe 
Laws  of  Treafon  which  were  exclusively  defigned  "to  protect  the 
perfon  of  the  King,  and  his  fliare  of  the  Government — by  per* 
verting  them,  to  protect  equally  the  fliare  which  themfelves  have 
ufurped. 

If  they  can  fucceed  in  this,  their  next  ttep  is  a  fhort  one— 
they  will  trample. on  him  :  And  whenever  the  Crown  fhall  here- 
after be  awakened,  and,  too  late  perhaps,  compelled  to  ftruggle 
with  thefc  ufurpers,  the  moft  loyal  adherents  of  Royalty  will  be 
deiiroyed  as  Traitors  againft  Their  new  Majejlies :  the  King  will 
have  no  means  left  to  protect  his  moft  faithful  Subjects;  and  the 
Crown  may  find  itfelf  without  a  defender. 

This,  this  attempt  of  their's,  is  the  great  matter-treafon  againft 
theCrown,  the  Nobility,  and  the  whole  Commons  of  the  Realm. 

In  order  the  more  efficacioufly  to  refitt  thefc  Traitors  to  us  all, 
thefe  un-ac quitted  Felons— or  to  lay  down  my  life  u lef ully  to  the 
Public,  in  oppofition  to  their  plunder  and  tyranny — I  again  offer 
myfelf  to  reprefent  you  in  the  enfuing  Parliament, 
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It  the  purpofe  of  your  Election  were  to  choofe  a  Mafter,  or  to 
promote  a  Minifter,  or  to  beftow  any  portion  of  power  or  emo- 
lument on  the  object  of  your  choice,  I  /hould  acknowledge  my- 
felf  to  be  the  laft  perfon  who  ought  to  prefent  himfelf  to  your 
notice.

miDAT,  MATz7i  i796.— FIRST  DAT.. 

^THE  Weftminfter  flection  commenced  this  day.  Mr.  Fox  was 
propofed  as  a  Candidate  by  Mr.  Thomas  Scott  and  Mr.  Harry 
Houfe  :  Admiral  Gardner,  by  Sir  Thomas  Turton  and  Admi- 
ral Ommaney:,  And  Mr.  HorneTooke,  by  Mr.  Sutton  Sharps 
and  Mr.  Felix  Vaughan. 

Mr.  For,  in  afliort  and  fenfible  manner,  faid  a  few  neceflary- 
words  on  his  public  claims,  and  on  the  confidence  which  the  Public 
placed  in  his  integrity.— Admiral  Gardner,  having  no  words  to 
throw  away,  faid  nothing ;  but  Sir  T.  Turton  made  a  drtadfid 
Icngfpe&ch  for  him-— -much  too  long  for  the  patience  of  the  People; 
for  they  very  fairly  hooted  him  dowm — Mi.Tooke  very  fiuewdly 
fetid,  "Gentlemen,.- 1 /will  not  keep  you  one  moment  from  the 
Poll :  the  worthy  Baronet  has  fpoken  quite  enough  for  all  the- 
three  Candidates'." 

At  the  clofe  of  the  Poll,  the  numbers  were,,

Mr.TooKE  fpoke  at  fome  length  with  the  utmoft  liberality  to4 
bath  the  other  Candidates,  and  with  great  ability  difcufied  the 
interefts  of  the  Electors  as  they  regarded  the  common  good  of  the 
Nation— -But,. as  it  did  not  occur  to  any  one,  till  after  this  dayy. 
to  take  notes  of  what  was  faid  at  the  time,  we  have  to  lament 
that  we  can  only  give  a  very  imperfect  fketch  of  a  very  impreilivsr 
fpeech. 

He  obferved,  that  the  fituation  of  the  Country  at  this  momentr 
was  ferious  and  awful  indeed:'  that  our  profpecl  abroad  war 
gloomy  ;  at  home — u  every  thing  fhort  of  defpair!"  That,  at 
fuch  a  moment,  it  was  highly  important  to  the  Electors  to  con- 

iider 
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fider  well  whom  they  fliould  fend  as  their  Reprefentatives  into  a 
Parliament  which  perhaps  might  have  to  determine  the  final  deftiny 
of  the  Country  :  That,  of  the  political  fentiments  of  two  of  the 
Candidates,  they  were  able,  from  long-  experience,  to  form  fome 
opinion  :  That  the  third -Candidate  came  a  ftranger  to  them  :  by 
Jfranger,  he  did  not  mean  that  the  Admiral  was  perfonally  or  pro- 
feffionally  unknown  :  on  the  contrary,  Mr.  Tooke  acknowledged 
that  he  was  well  Tcnown  as  a  brave  and  gallant  officer,  and  st 
worthy,  good  man  ;  and  one  of  the  bed  of  qualities  they  muffc 
have  obferved  in  him  this  day — great  good  nature  ;  for  he  had 
•borne  an  intolerable  badgering  on  the  Huttings  with  a  temper 
that  was  to  his  credit :  but  Mr.  Tooke  meant,  that  he  was  poli- 
tically a  ftranger-— unlefs,  indeed,  he  had  attracted  their  notice 
■by  the  uniform,  though  filent  fupport  which  he  had  given -to  the 
meafures  of  the  Minifter  in  the  laft  Parliament. 

Mr.-  Tooke  faid,  he  concurred  with  every  word  Mr.  Fox  had 
Oittered  in  reprobation  of  the  prefent  War ,;  and  he  wifhed  the 
Electors  to  obferve,  that  during  the  prefent  Reign  we  had  engaged 
only  in  two  Wars ;  and  that  both  thefe  Wars  were  upon  a  prin- 
ciple .adverfe  io  Liberty  !!! — the  firft,  againft  Liberty  in  Ame- 
rica ! — the  fecond,  againft  Liberty  in  France  !  That  his  declared 
difapprobation  of  the  War  with  America  had  eoft  him  twelve 
hundred  pounds,  and  twelve  months  imprisonment :  That,  for 
.his  difapprobation  of  the  War  with  France,  he  had  firffered  fix 
months  of  clofe  cuftody  in  the  Tower,  and  one  month  of  clofe 
cuftody  in  Newgate— had  held  up  his  hand  arraigned  as  a  Traitor, 
and  fat  in  that  fituation  during  a  whole  week's  Trial  at  the  Old 
bailey ! 

He  faid,  that  if  any  man  who  was  unacquainted  with  ail  the 
three  Candidates,  had  recourfe  only  to  their  Advertifements  upon 
•the  prefent  occafion,  he  might  be  inclined  to  fuppofe  that  they 
were  all  three  in  unifon,  and  had  drawn  up  their  Addreifes  in 
concert.  The  Admiral's  Addrefs  fpeaks  of  "  domeftic  enemies M 
It  is  required  to  explain  who  thefe  domelHc  enemies  are  :  Mr. 
Fox's  Addrefs  gives  the  explanation  ;  for  it  afferts,  and  truly, 
that  '*  the  laft  Parliament  has  added  more  to  the  burdens,  and 
taken  away  more  from  the  rights,  of  the  Subject,  than  any  Par- 
liament recorded  in  the  annals  of  our  Hiftery  j"  While  the  third 
Candidate  (meaning  himfelf )  points  out  the  remedy,  the  means 
jof  getting  rid  of  thefe  domellic  enemies,  the  Proprietors  of  Bo- 
roughs— thofe  falfe  weights  upon  the  Conftitution,  which  give 
motion  to  the  whole  machine  of  Minifterial  Corruption.  Thus, 
he  faid?  had  the  AddrcfTes  of  the  three  Candidates,  taken  together, 
made  out  amongit  them  the  true  fituation  of  the  Country. 

From  this  fituation  of  the  Country,  he  faid,  refulted  matter  of 
moft  ferious  coniideration  for  :ill  the  Electors  and  Non-Electors 
of  the  Kingdom.  All  conftkutional  and  neceftary  check  was  taken 
away  from  the  Courts  of  Jufticc  :  they  might  perceive  it  by  fen- 
tences  palled,  contrary  to  all  legal  precedent,  and  which  were  fit 
pnly  for  the  Devils  jn  Hell  to  pronounce.     It  was  idle  to  talk  of 

the 
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the  torture  ufed  in  other  Countries — What  did  they  think  of  3 
fentence  to  be  flogged  pAJ&y  for  five  years  }—for  fuch  had 
been  pa/fed HI  Perhaps  they  rnjgbt  not  be  aware  of  the  force  of 
technical  terms — "  To  be  kept  to  hard  labour."  What  was  "  hard 
labour  ?"  What  a  Jailor  (chofen  and  picked  out  for  the  purpofe 
by  thofe  who  palFed  the  fentence)  might  choofe  to  think  hard  la- 
bour! What  was  the  legal  meaning  of  the  word  "kept  f1"  It 
was  flogged  /  -  And  he  defied  any  Lawyer  to  explain  it  away. 

He  iaid,  that  fuch  were  the  doctrines,  and  practices  to  which 
the  Eledors  were  now  called  by  their  votes  to  give  their  affent  or 
diifent.  He  advifed  them,  therefore,  to  leave  the  Admiral  better 
employed  in  ccmbatingtbe  foreign  enemy  at  (ea,  and  not  to  employ 
him  in  fighting  .the  Minifter's  battles  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons*

Mr.  Too kb  came  forward,  and,  after  unlverfal  fhouts  of  ap« 
plaufe,  addrefTed  the  People  in  the  following  words  : 

"  Gentlemen,  The  conteft  is  now  brought  to  that  point  which. 
I  wifhed,  and  which  J  hope  the  Electors  wifh.  The  queftion  for 
the  great  City  of  Weftminfter  now' to  decide  is,  whether  it  is,  or 
is  not,  their  wiih,  to  have  any  voice  in  the  enfuing  Parliament, 
which  may  have  to  decide  the  fate  of  the  Country  ?  The  Electors 
of  Weilminfter  will  certainly  coniider,  whether  any  man  in  his 
fenfes  ever  did  or  ever  can  employ  a  pair  of  horfes  in  fuch  a  manner 
as  to  put  one  before  and  the  other  behind  the  carriage,  fo  that  they 
might  drain  and  flruggle  againlf  each  other  in  oppofite  directions ; 
and  whether  a  man  that  did  fo  would  be  likely  foon  to  arrive  at 
the  end  of  his  journey.  This  mull  be  precifely  the  cafe  if  they 
elect  Mr.  Fox  and  Sir  Alan  Gardner,  I  have  never  been, 
and  never  shall  be,  of  any  Party.  Every  man's  honour 
ought  to  be  in.  his  own  keeping.  His  own  principles,  and  the 
inflruRions,  orders  and  commands  of  his  Conjlituents,  fhould  always 
be  the  fole  guides  and  directors  of  his  conduct.  I  do  not  fo  differ 
from  one  of  the  Candidates,  but  that  I  may  often  be  inflrueted 
and  amited,  and  (where  his  way  of  thinking  may  permit  it)  be 
fupported,  in  the  caufe  of  the  Electors,  by  his  great  abilities. 
This  is  an  advantage  which  the  Miniilerial  Candidate  cannot 
have,  and  which  probably  he  will  not  defire. 

*'  I  have  a  perform!  advantage  by  this  contefl,  even  fo  far  as 
it  has  already  proceeded.  Ever  fince  Mr.  Pitt  has  been  elected 
Diclator  of  this  Country — not  elected  by  the  People,  but  by  the 
Pretorian  Band (  by  the  means  of  loans  \  contracts  !  places  !  pen- 
sions !  titles!  ribbons!!! — for  many  are  fall  defirous  to  have 

them. 
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$hem,  although  the  hiftory  of  this  Country  abundantly  proves 
that  many  have  received  a  ribbon  for  jervicesl.  thjat  deferred  a 
halter—  [Here  there  was  a  very  long  interruption  of  applaufe]— 
I  reckon  it  a  great  advantage  to  myfelf,  that  the  coiirfe  of  the 
Poll  has  fliewn,  and  no  doubt  will  continue  to  (hew,  that  I  have 
.the  honour  to  be  the  Candidate  moll  hated  by  him,  and — perhaps 
^fhe  moft  feared. 

"  The  Electors  of  Wcftminftcr  have  likewife  an  advantage  by 
this  contetl  ;  for  they  have  fhewn,  what  I  never  doubted,  that 
there  ftill  exifts  a  Public  :  they  have  proved,  what  1  always  be- 
Jieved,  that  Englifhmen  are  ftill  Englifiimem  The  dirmteielted 
and  generous  fupport  they  have  given  to  me,  Ifhould  at  any  pe- 
riod have  thought  cheaply,  purchafed  with  my  life ;  and  no  man 
ihall  ever  hear  me  complain,  whenever  or  however  I  may  be 
called  upon  to  pay  that  reckoning.  The  fatisfaction  I  receive 
does  not  indeed  give  any  additional  health  or  ftrength  to  my  body^ 
tut,  whilft  I  am  addreiiing  you,  it  banifhes  all  fenfe  of  pain. 

"  A  more  important  advantage  may  be  gained  by  this  Election, 
The  Electors  may  teach  Kings  :  they  may  give  a  moll  import- 
ant leflbn  to  the  prefent  King,  and  to  all  future  Kings  of  this 
Country,  by  proving  to  them  that  they  may  fafely  difcard  all 
faction  and  partiality,  and  corruption  and  bribery,  all  indirect 
and  underhand  management,  from  the  fcheme  and  fyitem  of  their; 
Government ;  and  may,  with  full  fecurity,  rely  and  caft  them- 
felves  upon  the  People  :  for,  when  they  fee  the  diiinterefted  fup* 
port  which  the  People  give  to  the  final  left,  they  may  judge  what 
gratitude  they  would  fhew  to  the  great.elt,  if  convinced,  by  their 
conduct,  that  the  real  object  which  they  had  in  view  was  the 
fafety,  and  happinefs,  and  liberty  of  the  People."

"  But,  Gentlemen,  the  gallant  Admiral  has  told  you  he  has 
two  loves ;  and  he  feems  to  have  made  a  prudent  choice,  and 
been  a  very  thrifty  wooer.  For  his  love  to  his  Country,  he  has 
obtained,  and  defervedly  obtained]  the  rank,  and  honours,  and 
.emolument*  of  his  proierlion--- He  is  an  Admiral  and  a  Baronet, 
For  his  love  to  his  Kbj  (as  it  i,s  called),  the  Miniiter  has  ap- 
pointed him  to  a  feat  at  the  Admiralty  Board,  with  a  falary,  as  I 
.take  it,  of  i.20ol.,a  year. 

[Here  a  great  applaufe  delayed  Mr.  Tooke  for  a  few  minutes  ; 

and  Mr.  Hood  and  Sir  Alan  Gardner  laid,  he  was  not  now  a 

Lord  of  the  Admiralty  ;  he  had  quitted  it.] 

."  If  I  have  made  a  miftake  (faid  Mr.  Tooke),  let  me  Rectify  it 
as  I  go  on  :  The  Admiral,  it  appears,  has  been  divorced  from 
his  fecorrd  lovie.  However,  this  intelligence  neither  moves  me 
nor  him  ;  for  he  will  not  be  the  flril  Admiral  who,  after  he  has 
been  divorced,  has  married  his  Lady  again.  Having  been  fo 
fortunate  in  his  firft  amours,  will  you  wonder  to  be  tpld  that  the 
Admiral  is  fallen  in  love  again  ?  He  has  fallen  in  love  with  a 
widow,  who  brought  to  each  of  her  two  laft  hufbands  a  Britifh 
Peerage  for  her  portion  !  It  is  nothing  wonderful  that  a  Baronet 
(a  little  Baron)  mould  wifli  to  become  a  Baron.  Unfortunately, 
Peerages  are  too  often  difpofed  of  at  the  -conclufion  of  a  Parlia- 
ment •  and,  when  difpofed  of  in  Inch  profuiion  as  at  prefent 
iipon  Members  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  I  cannot  help  think- 
ing it  a  fort  of  political  adultery  ;  and,  for  my  own  part,  I  mould 
think  it  as  much  honour  to  be  called  a  Cuckold as  a  Lord. 

u  The  worthy  Admiral  wimes  to  protect  us  from  our  foreign 
and  domeitic  enemies.  He  mufr  be  fincere  ;  for  he  has  faid  io. 
1  have  an  intereft  in  believing  him  ;  for  I  think  it  will  fpeedily 
end  this  conteft.  The  expenee  of  corruption  necefTary  to  ob- 
tain a  majority  of  votes  for  the  beginning  of  a  War,  and  the  con- 
tinuance of  corruption  for  a  majority  of  votes  to  continue  the 
War,  is  many  times  greater  than  the  expenee  which  would  be  ■ 
fufficient  to  fupport  eternally  defenlive  and  victorious  Wars 
igpinfr.  all  the  world.  It  is  impoffible,  under  this  double  expenee, 
to  catry  on  a  War,  for  any  length  of  time.,  againft  a  Nation  ivbicb  ha$ 
cut  off  that  expenee  of corruption. — If  the  Nation  with  which  we  are 
at  War  has  cut  off  the  greater  expenee  of  corruption,  and  if  thi$ 
be  one  of  the  chiefcaufes  of  their  fuccefs — furely,  then,  the  get- 
ting rid  of  corruption  would  be  of  more  advantage  to  this.Coun* 
try,  than  the  efforts,  however  great,  of  any  lingle  Admiral,  or 
of  all  the  Admirals  in  the  world. 

"  I  have  mewn  to  the  Admiral,  to  you,  and  to  the  Public, 
(unleis  he  or  any  man  can  contradict  this  ftatement),  how  we 
may  attain  the  means  of  arriving  at  that  fituation, which  has  been 
obtained  by  foreign  fuccefs  :  And  I  perfuade  myfelf  that  the  Ad-

"  Having  fettled  that  account,  I  beg  leave  to  take  notice  of 
iome  circumftances  which  have  been  mentioned  in  conversation, 
by  the  friends  of  the  Minifterial  Candidate,  and  ftated  in  the 
Minifterial  Papers  of  this  day.  It  has  been  mentioned  as  a 
fubjeot  of  reproach,  that  there  was  a  Coalition  between  Mr.

When  the  numbers  were  announced,  Mr.  Tooke  fpoke  as  fol* 
lows:  "  Gentlemen,  Sir  Alan  Gardner  has  this  moment  de'fired 
inc  to  fpeak  a  lew  words  for  him  :  I  beg  that  you  would  hear  the 
Admiral.  I  have  a  great  intereit  that  you  mould  do  fo.  I  fhould 
be  extremely  gratified'  if  you  would  at  all  times  hear  Admiral 
Gardner  fpeak  again/?  himfe[f.  It  is  impoffible,  and  would  be  un- 
becoming in  me,  to  fay  fo  much  againft  the  Admiral  as  he  would 
againft  himfelf. 

*'  After  what  Mr.  Fox  has  faid,  it  is  fit  for  me  to  give  fome 
account  of  my  conduct  during  the  poll.  I  have  never  made  any 
engagement  except  one — except  that  engagement  which  I  entered 
into  mortly  after  I  was  born,  to  oppofe,  by  all  the  means  in  my. 
power,  Oppreflion  and  Tyranny,  in  whatever  fliape  they  pre- 
sented themfelves. — I  have  not  prefumed  to  dictate  to  any  Elector ; 
but  whoever  hasafked  my  opinion,  I  have  done  what  I  (hall  con- 
tinue to  do—- 1  have  begged  him  to  vote  for  Mr.  Fox.  I  am  not, 
have  not  been,  and  cannot  be  neutral :  even  what  Mr.  Fox  has 
this  moment  faid,^  makes  it  impoflible-«*for  he  has  declared,  that 
the  Miniflry  build  their  power  upon  corruption,  and  that,  by 
their  two  infamous  Bills,  they  have  deftroyed  the  very  vitals  of 
rheConftitution.  How  then  can  I  be  poliibly  neutral,  when

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tne  other  Candidate  is  now  connected'  with  them,  and  was  a  Mem*, 
ber  of  the  laft  Parliament,  giving  his  aid  to  all  thofe  evils  of 
which  we  complain  ?  But  when  I  fay  fo*  though  I  differ  with 
Mr.  Fox  on  this  occaiion  as  I  have  on  other  occalions,  I  impute 
nothing  to  him  :  he  has  his  way  of  thinking,  and  I  have  mine. 
,  "  The  Miniftry  have  made  a  great  poll  to-day  ;  and  if  there 
were  any  adverfity  in  it,  it  would  not  be  fo  bitter  to  me  as  to 
thofe  notfo  much  accuftomea1  to  it,  becaufe  it  has  been  the  chief 
food  of  my  life  ;  but  I  do  not  confider  it  as  adverfity.  The  feat 
is  by  no  means  the  ultimate  object  of  my  purfuit ;  it  makes  but 
a  fmall  part  of  .what  1  leek  :  however,  1  believe,  in  fpite  of  this 
poll,  that  that  feat  will  frill  be  obtained.

I  could  poffibly  expe£t  to  fucceed  in  this  Election,  againft  a  Mi- 
niftry who  had  been  able  in  three  years  to  raiie  and  to  fquander 
fo  many  millions  to  the  King  of  Pruffia,  the  King  of  Sardinia, 
the  Emperor  of  Germany,  to  HefTe,  to  Hanover,  to  Brunfwick, 
and  the  reft  of  the  hirelings!  I  have  been  aiked  befides,  will  not 
they  who  have  fpent  a  hundred  thoufand  pounds  in  the  late  pro- 
fecutiorts— who  have  imprifoned  and  ruined  hundreds  of  inno- 
cent men  merely  to  deftroy  you — will  they  not  fpend  two  hundred 
thoufand  pounds,  if  necefiary,  to  keep  you  out  of  Parliament  ?—  ' 
Gentlemen,  thefe  queftions  appear  to  me  to  be  reafonablc  and 
well-founded.  But  this  does  not  difmay  me;  let  it  not  difmay 
you. —  [Here  many  cried  out,  "  It  never  shall."]— -The  mil- 
lions which  they  have  already  fquandered  upon  Deipots  in  this 
Crufade  for  Defpotifm,  are  gone  from  this  Country,  never  to  re- 
turn; and  many  millions  more  than  they  can  by  any  means  ex- 
tort from  us,  will  ftill  be  wanted  for  the  fame  purpofe.

The  Miniftry  have  undertaken  what  is  beyond  thek* 
power.    The  expence  of  enforcing  Slavery  throughout  Europe, 

whilft  they  are  eftablifhing  it  at  home,  will  exceed  the  wealth  of 
all  the  individuals  of  this  Country  collectively,  altho'  they  fhould 
continue  for  ever  tame  enough  to  be  drained  and  beggared  to 
the  laft  (lulling  in  this  caufc.  It  is  pretty  evident,  nay,  it  is 
plain,  that  their  refources  begin  to  fail :  One  refource,  however, 
they  have — I  know  they  have  it — to  procure  ready  money  for 
Elections  of  this  kind  ;  for  I  know  they  have  ufed  it  before 
upon  fimilar  occalions.

'  "  An  Act  of  Parliament  was  made  fome  years  ago,  to  prevent 
the  mifapplication  of  public  money.-— The  receipt  for  the  dif* 
ferent  offices  is  fent  to  the  Bank,  and  the  different  JSoards  are  to 
give  fpecific  drafts  for  the  fpecific  purpofes  to  which  the  inoney 
is  to  be  applied  :  the  Solicitor  or  Agent  produces  certain  bills  to 
the  Board,  which,  he  fays,  fhould'  be  paid :  the  Board  orders  the 
payment,  fo  that  all  things  ftand  fair  in  their  account :  the  money 
is  received  from  the  Bank — (I  fpeak,  I  believe,  in  the  hearing 
of  perfons  who  know  the  truth  of  what  I  fay.)  The  confiden- 
tial Agent  or  Solicitor  receives   that  money,   and  lends  it  to  the 

confidential  friend  of  the  Minifter,    to  at   our  Elections. 

Thus,  you  fee,  no  Laws will  ever  make  usfafe,  unlefsive  have  a  fair

-  "  Now  for  the  reafons  why  I  have  told  you  this:  Firft,  to 
fliew  you  that  our's  is  a  trifling  and  ridiculous  triumph,  when 
they  -relu eta ntly  give  us  an  honefl  law  or  two  that  will  never  ef- 
fectually be  put  in  practice:  and,  in  the  next  place,  to- give 
warning  to  all  concerned  in  this  iniquity — I  give  them  'warning

to  juftice.  Now,  thcnyGentiem-en  for  the  laft  reafon  ;  and  I  am 
lorry  I  have  detained  you  fo  long — I  hope  this  will  tend  to  make 
lis  even  mere  unanimous  than  we  are — that  even  thofe  coiitratioi s 
and  trade/men  of  Government,  and  public  creditors  who  muft  vote 
againit  me,  who  are  compelled  to  have  their  names  appear  upon

Mr.  Tooke  faid,  "  Gentlemen,  I  rarely  trouble   you  with 
any  reference  to  the  numbers  On  the  Poll  ;  but  I  mull  intreat 
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you  not  to  be  alarmed  at  the  numbers  you  nave  feen  to-day.,  I 
beg  you  to  reflect,  that  little  more  than  three  thoufand'  perfans 
have  polled,  and  that  .there  remain  ten  thoufand  Electors  who 
have  not  yet  given  their  votes.  I  beg  you  to  confidcr  the  dif- 
ference between  the  Voters — The  Voters  for  the  Minifterial 
Candidate  are  difciplined  troops  :  On  our  fide  they  are  all  volun- 
teers, and  as  independent  in  the  times  of  their  coining  up  to 
poll,  as  they  are  in  the  motive  for  their  votes,  Confider,  be- 
iides,  that  the  Placemen,  the  Penfi oners,  and  Contractors,  are  all 
ftruggling  hard  for  their  profits,  and  the  Minifters  for  their/or- 
feit  lives.  Their  eagemefs  then  will  not  furprife  you  ;  and 
that  will  account  for  the  alertneis  of  the  Poll  on  their  ride  :  but 
I  little  doubt  that  Mr.  Fox  and  rayfelf  ihall  Hill  both  of  us  fue- 
ceed  in  this  Election.  If  it  fliould  be  otherwife,  if  the  worn:

"  During  the  courfe  of  this  Poll,  Mr.  Fox  and  myfelf  have 
had  a  difad vantage — a  difadvantage  which  3'ourjun4ce  and  kind- 
nefs  to  us  will,  1  hope,  remove.  The  difadvantage  is,  that  by 
permitting  us  to  addrels  you,  and  liitening  to  what  we  fay,  we 
are  not  only  liable  to  miftakes  { to  .which  all  men  are'  fubject,  and 
efpecially  in  fuch  a  fituation  as  this),  but  we  are  aifo  liable  to 
thofc  miiYeprefentations  and  misinterpretations  which  ouradver- 
faries  are  very  induftrious  to  circulate.  From  this  difadvantage 
the  Admiral  has  bee-n  relieved.  This  day  you  have,  for  the  firft 
time,  done  what  I  hope  your  jufticeto  him  and  yourkindnefs  to 
us  will  induce  you  to  do  during  the  remainder  of  the  Poll :  You 
have  heard,  and  will  continue  to  hear  the  gallant  Admiral. 

"  There  has  been  a  mifreprefentation  or  mifappreheniion  of 
tvvo  things  which  I  faid  ycflerday.

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time,  from  all  communication  or  correfpondcnce  with  any  of  my 
family  or  friends.  It  is  unneceffary  to  remind  you,  that  I  hav$ 
held  up  my  hand  as  a  Traitor  at  the  Bar  of  the  016} 
Bailey.  But,  with  what  I  fhall  tell  you,  I  fuppofe  you  are  all 
entirely  unacquainted,. becaufe  it  is  not  to  be  found  in  any  ac- 
count of  the  proceedings.  Mr.  Dundas,  my  next  door  neigh- 
bour, and  who  had  been  io  for  two  years,  knew  perfectly  well  the 
fituation  of  my  family,  with  which  others  of  the  Miniftry  might 
not  perhaps  be  acquainted  ?  but  he  knew  it  perfectly  well.

Mr.  Tooke  faid,  "  Gentlemen,  Before  you  heard  the  gal- 
lant Admiral;  I  foretold  you  that  you  would  hear  him  fpeak 
againft  himfelf.  You  have  heard  him;  and  have  you  not  heard 
him  fpeak  againft  himfelf?  Mr.  Fox  has  made-it  almoft  unne- 
ceffary for  me  to  notice  any  thing  that  the  Admiral  has  faid, 
except  that  he  has  miffed  the  ftrouseft  inftance  of  the  Admiral's 
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jykcondemnation.  He  fays,  that  Mr.  Fox  Has  constantly  voted 
againft  the  meafures  of  the  Minifler,  good'  and  bad.  Need  I 
4raw  the  confequence  ?  He  acknowledges  that  his  friend,  the 
jMiaifrer,  has  propofexl  bad  meafures. 

"  The  Admiral  has  changed  his  phrafe.  J3e  is  a  week 
older,  and  is  now  no  longer  a  lover,  but  a  friend.

J  did  not  hear  him  fay  one  word  about  the  People  ;  and  yet  if 
hfor  their  fake  alone  that  we  have  either  King  or  Conflitution,  He 
has  likewife  avowed,  that  he  is  a  friend  to  the  Miniftry ; 
and  though  he  has  not  faid  fo,  I  fuppofe  he  would  wifli  jt  to  be 
underflood,  that  he  is  alio  a  friend  to  his  Country.  To  be  a 
friend  to  both,  appears  to  me  to  be  at  this  time  very  difficult : 
they  appear  as  oppofite  as  light  and  darknefs.  Yet  \t  is  not  ab- 
solutely inconliftent,  if  you  call  in  to  your  aid  the  circum- 
flances  of  time  and  place.  He  may  declare  himfelf  a  friend  to 
his  Country  here  upon  the  Huttings,  and  prov^  himfelf  a  friend 
to  the  Miniifer  by  his  vote  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons.  But  for 
the  direction  of  your  conduct  in  the  courfe  of  the  Pol!,  he 
fhould  have  offered  to  you  reafons  why  you  iliould.be  the  friends 
of  the  Minifler.  To  his  friendihip  for  the  Minifrer,  he  may 
probably  be  directed  by  a  common  proverb — u  Always  fpeak 
well  of  the  bridge  which  carries  you  fafe  over."  You  need  not 
trouble  your  head  about  the  questions,  at  whofe  expence  the 
bridge  was  built,  or  who  is  to  keep  it  in  repair. 

"  But,  Gentlemen,  I  beg  nor  to  be  mifunderftood.  I  do  not 
think  that  your  late  Representative,  Lord  Hood,  nor  your  pre- 
fent  Candidate,  Admiral  Gardner,  have  ha4  or  ever  will  have 
half  fo  much  as  their  profeilional  merit  and  fervices  deferve. 
No  honeft  man  will  ever  repine  at  the  well-earned  reward  of 
bravery  and  talents.  The  Naval  and  Military  Services  are  two 
ungrateful  profelTions.  Neither  the  Privates  nor  the  Officers 
have  half  the  fupport  which  they  deferve,  nor  are  ever  Suffi- 
ciently recompenfed.  But  I  complain,  and  the  Public  have  a 
right  to  complain,  that  the  Minifler  perverts  the  profeffional 
talents  and  private  virtues  of  brave  men,  and  employs  them  as 
inflruments  to  fubvert  the  Liberties  of  the  Country.  To  com- 
mon Boroughs,  the  Minifler  may  fend  men  of  no  character,  or 
men  of  infamous  character — but,  for  a  great  City  like  this,  he 
always  takes  care  to  pick  out  a  pcrlbn  or  the  belt  character  he 
can  find,  and  who  will  fubmit  to  be  made  this  u!e  of. 

"  If  any  perfon  was  to  fay  to  a  man  of  common  fenfc,  ii  I 
bring  with  me  here  an  excellent  cook ;  he  ferves  me  up  very 
good  dinners  ;  1  recommend  him  to  you  for  a  bulr-dreyer — the 
other  would  laugh  in  b,s  face  ;  and  yet  fuch  is  the  manner  in 
which  the  Minifler  infults  your  undcrflandings.  If  the  Admiral 
fhould  que-tion  me  about  the  rigging  oi  a  fhip,  I  fhould  certainly 
make  a  very  fcurvy  figure;  and  1  ftrongly. fufpect,  that  if  I 
*.vas  to  put  two  or  three  queftion  to  the  Admiral  about, the  rigg- 
ijig  of  a  Conflitution,  b  a  better* 

"  Now, 
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"  Now,  Gentlemen,  what  has  the  glorious  Firft  of  June  t® 
do  with  the  choice  6f  a  Representative  in  Parliament  ?  And 
yet  this  has  been  made  by  the  Minifter  a  fham  and  a  pretence 
to  cover  the  corruption  of  that  day's  Poll.  We  fhall  foon  have 
another  glorious  day,  the  Fourth  of  June,  the  birth-day  of  the 
King.  All  fort  of  refpccl  to  the  King  is  undoubtedly  proper. 
But  is  that  the  anniversary  moil  dear  to  Englishmen?  Is  there 
not  an  anniverfary  more  glorious  and  more  dear  to  us  than  the 
anniverfaries  of  the  birth  days  of  all  the  Kings  who  ever  in- 
felled  or  bleffed  the  earth  ?  I  mean,  the  birth-day  of  our  Li- 
berties. I  mean,  the  anniverfary  of  the  glorious  Revolution 
in  1688 — That  Revolution  which  was  earned  for  us  by  our 
forefathers,  to  protect  us  from  thofe  evils  of  which  vve  now 
juftly  complain,  and  from  thofe  politics  which  the  Admiral 
avows. 

"  The  Admiral  has  contented  himfelf  with  faying,  that  he  is  3. 
friend  to  the  JVJiniftry;  but  he  has  not  informed  us,  whether  it  was 
on  account  of  their  integrity  or  ixiifdom.  We  all  of  us  feel  their  in* 
tegrity  in  the  taxes  and  burdens  which  they  have  laid  upon  us:  And 
as  for  their  ivifdom,  1  will  give  you  and  the  Admiral  one  fample — 
The  People  were  itarving  for  bread  :  the  wife  Corporation  of  hem* 
don  met,  confulted,  and  debated,  to  find  out  fome  means  of  alle- 
viating the  public  diurefs  :  the  Privy  Council  alfo  met,  and  they 
requeiied  the  Corporation  to  fufpend  their  determination  until 
they  could  be  aliifted  by  the  Superior  wjSdom  of  their  confulta- 
ti'ons  ;  they  did  fo  :  the  Privy  Council  discovered  the  means  of 
relief;  they  told  them,  they  mujlfindajubftitute!  This  to  Englifli- 
men ! — afubftitute  for  bread  I  If  you  do  not  admire  the  wiSdom, 
admire  the  impudence  of  this  information.  Now,  .then,  oblervc 
the  folly  of  this  concluhon.  Suppofe  you  had  accepted  of  their 
advice,  and  had  found  a  fubftitute  in  grains  or  grafs  :  as  foon  as 
they  had  become  the  common  food  of  Man,  there  would  have 
been  a  Scarcity  of  grains  and  grafs,  and  then  they  mult  have 
propofed  another  fubiiitute.  But,  I  Say  to  you,  (and  for  this. 
declaration  I  may  again  be  called  a  Traitor)  accept  no  fub/litute  for 
bread  ;  tor,  if  once  the  common  people  of  this  Country  fubmit  to  eat 
grams  and  grafs,  or  any  thing  ivorfe  than  hread,  they  will  newer 
henceforward  ha-ve  any  thing  better. 

"  The  Admiral  told  you,  if  he  had  as  many  words  as  the  Can- 
didate on  his  left  hand,  he  would  do — Something  or  other — I  know 
not  what.  New,  you  muft  all  have  noticed  every  day,  that  the 
Admiral  has  expended  many  more  words  with  you  who  {land  iq. 
the  front  of  the  Huitings  before  the  clofe  of  the  Poll,  than  have 
been  ufed  by  Mr.  Fox  and  me  together  after  it  was  clofed.  He 
wants  no  words.  He  has  a  manly  figure,  a  good  voice,  well 
chofen  expreihons  ;  and  when  he  talks  upon  a  Subject  with 
which  he  is  acquainted,  and  is  not  retrained  from  littering  his 
real  Sentiments,  no  man  acquits  himSelf  better;  and  therefore  I 
"fhall  trouble  you  no  farther,  but  with  you  to  requeit  of  him  to 
anfwer  thofe  things  which  he  has  now  heard.' '

The  riiiinierefted  and  generous  exertions 
which  you  have  already  made  in  the  courfc  of  this  Poll,  Lave,  I 
will  venture  to  fay,  fhaken  it.  Pull  again — it  will  totter !  and 
again  I  fay,  Gentlemen,  pull  again — and  it  will  tumble  to  the 
ground  1  May  1  be  permitted,  Gentlemen,  to  dire6t  your  pull. 
The  Electors  of  Weftminfler  do  not  want  inclination  to  the  public 
caufe  of  Liberty  in  which  we  are  engaged:  they  only  require 
invitation.

44  Gentlemen,  I  have  more  fatisfadYion  from  this  day's  Poll  tftan 
from  all  the  days  which  are  pait — not  becaufe  I  have  polled  a 
greater  number  of  votes,  but  becaufe  my  Poll,  under'alldifcourage- 
mcnts,  continues  fteady.  This  Poll  mews  a  fteady  People,  and 
the  fteadinefs  of  the  People  is  of  more  confequence  than  the  gain- 
ing of  any  Election.  You  have  this  day  thrufl  down  the  Ad- 
miral one  Hep.  The  Admiral  tells  me  that  it  is  a  very  (mall 
Hep  :  it  appears,  therefore,  he  does  not  value  very  much  being 
the  firil  in  your  efteem.  I  truft  you  will  go  on,  and  give  him 
an  opportunity  to  fhev  the  excellence  of  his  temper,  by  trying 
how  he  will  bear  to  be  fhoved  down  the  other  flep. 

*fc  The  Admiral  has  faid  nothing  to  you  this  day  but  to  return 
you  thanks — which  he  does  not  owe  ;  for  the  numbers  upon  the 
Poll  arc  notorioully  not  given  to  Sir  Alan  Gardner,  but  to  Mr. 
Pitt  the  Minifter. 

"  The  Admiral  told  you  the  other  day  (with  what  decorum 
you  will  conlider),  that  he  mould  much  rather  choofe  to  be  re- 
turned your  Reprefentative  in  Parliament  (which  is  merely  a  po- 
litical fituation) — he  would  rather  choofe  to  be  returned  with  the 
Right  Mono  Gentleman  than  with  the  other  Candidate,  although 
at  the  fame  time  he  declared  that  he  difliked  the  politics  6f  that 
Right  Hon.;  Gentleman.  He  did  not,  however,  add  a  fingle

This  will  always  be. the.  practice  in  all  other  fervices,  as 
well  as  the  military,  as  long  as  favour,  and  birth,  and  title,  and 
parliamentary  corruption,  and  money,  promote  men  to  fupeiior 
offices :  the  higher  their  ftation,  the  fafer  in  time  of  action  will 
be  their  fituation.  —  Now,  then,  Gentlemen,  look  at  the  conduct 
of  that  enemy,  from. whom  you  may  learn  fome  other  things 
more  u.feful  than  the  telegraph  which  we  have  adopted.

"  Gentlemen,  I  have  heard  with  great  concern,  that  an  in* 
fult  was  offered  to  Sir  Alan  Gardner  lall  night.  I  am  firmly  per* 
fuaded,  that  fuch  an  intuit  was  not  offered  to  him  by  any  per* 
fons  who  have  ftood  before  thefe  Huttings  during  this  Election* 
If  I  thotight  it  wasy  I  thould  fcarcely  truit  myfeif  ever  to  open 
my  lips  here  again — for  I  have  fpofeen  to  'inform  you,  not  to 
inflame  you.— I  am  very  much  pleafed  that  you  aavc  liftened 
patiently  to  the  Admiral  this  day.  Hard  yoU  not,  it  was  certain- 
ly my  determination  to  have  troubled  you  no  more ;  for  it  ap- 
pears to  me  as  difnonbmabie  to  continue  to  deliver  my  fenti- 
ments  in  oppofition  to  thofe  of  another  Candidate  who  is  not 
permitted  to  fpeak,  as  it  would  be  to  {hike  a  man  whofe  hands 
were  tied.

*'  Tes.^\  The  Admiral  does  not  retract,  as  I  dare  fw«ar  be- 
liever will  any  thing  that  he  fays  :  he  confirms  the  pledge.  He 
has  likewife  pledged  himfelf  to  combat  the  domeflic  enemies  of 
the  Country.  lie  told  you  that  he  fpoke  to  you  as  a  Seaman, 
which  1  fuppofe  means  with  the  iincerity  characteri'ftic  of  the  . 
profeflion.  He  would  difdain  to  make,  or  appear  to  make,  in  a 
folemn  manner,  an  ambiguous  or  equivocal  promife.  I  fliasil, 
by  my  queftions,  give  him  an  opportunity  to  make  it  impoifible 
for  his  moil  unjuft  and  Wtrereft  enemies  to  fuppofe  that  he  could 
do  i'o. 

'*  An  honourable  Peace! — What  is  an  honourable  Peace  ?  By 
your  hearing  the  Admiral  patiently  and  filently,  you  will  cer- 
tainly know,  and  it  is  neceffary  that  you  fhould  know,  what  it 
is  he  has  promifed,  and  for  what  he  has  folemnly  pledged  him- 
felf to  you.  Docs  the  Admiral  mean,  as  the  Miniiter  formerly 
told  us,  that  in  order  to  make  it  an  honourable  Peace,  an  indem- 
nification will  be  neceflary  for  alt  the  lives  which  have  been  fa- 
crificed,  and   all  the  millions  which  have  been  iquandered,  in

No  /■]  Gentlemen,  1  beg  you 
Jrot  to  forget  that  I  expect  that  anfwer  from  the  Admiral,  and 
not  from  yoa. 

u  Does  the  Admiral  think  it  a  necelTary  condition,  that  the 
Stadtholder  fhould  be  reiiored  to  that  Defpotifm  in  Holland  which 
he  before  obtained  by  the  intrigues  of  our  Minifters  and  the  Pruf- 
fian  troops  ? 

"  Does  he  think  it  necelTary  that  the  Emperor  fhould  again 
be  empowered,  notwithstanding  our  guarantee  to  the  contrary, 
to  pillage  and  enllave,  Brabant  and  Flanders  ? 

u  Does  the  Admiral  think  it  a  necelTary  condition,  that  no 
European  Power  but  ourfelves  mould  pofl'els  a  Foreign  Colony  ? 

<f  Mofjt  probably  the  Admiral  will  no£  fay  that  thefe  are  now 
the  necelTary  conditions  of  an  honourable  Peace  j  for  by  this 
time  they  mufl  have  palTed  away  even  from  the  dreams  of  the 
Minifter.  Perhaps,  on  the  contrary,  the  Admiral  and  the  Mi* 
iiifter  may  now  tell  us  very  reafonably,  and  truly, that  the  honour- 
abienefs  of  the  conditions  of  a  Peace  depends  upon  the  circum- 
itances  and  fituation  of  the  Country  which  makes  it.  Perhaps 
he  will  tell  us,  that  Denmark  acknowledges  the  French  Nation 
and  Government! — that  Sweden  acknowledges  them! — that 
Venice  and  Tufcany,  and  Switzerland  and  Genoa,  acknow- 
ledge them  ! — that  America  not  only  acknowledges,  but  is 
united  in  the  clofell  bonds  of  friendfhip  with  them  ! — befides 
our  a?niable  Allies  of  Tunis,.  Algiers,  and  Morocco.  Perhaps 
the  Admiral  will  tell  us,  that  Pruffia  has  been  pretty  foundly 
beaten  by  them,  and  is  now  partly  a  defenfive  Ally,  and  partly, 
as  far  as  the  line  of  demarcation  is  concerned,  an  offenlivc  Ally 
alfo  ! — that  Spain  has  been  conquered  by  them,  and  is  now  irt 
defenfive  alliance  with  them,  and,  without  great  care,  will  foon  be 
oftenfive  too  !-— that  the  Italian  dominions  of  the  King  of  Sar* 
dinia  have  been  conquered,  and  are  now  actually  in  their  pof- 
feffion,  and  the  King  himfelf  at  their  feet ! — that  Holland  ha3 
been  conquered  by  thejn,  and  is  now  eftablifhed  a  free  and  inde- 
pendent Republic  ! — that  the  French  are  now  in  polTefuon  of  the 
Netherlands,  and  of  moil  of  the  German  Territories  on  this 
fide  the  Rhine  !  He  may  tell  you  more:  he  may  tell  you,  that 
a  blacker  cloud  hangs  over  our  head!  He  may,  perhaps,  tell 
you,  that  if,  by  our  great  fup<  riority  at  lea,  we  fhould  once 
convince  the  French,  and  all  Europe,  that  they  cannot  pofiibly 
hold  &  tingle  illand  in  the  Weft  Indies,  or  a  lingle  eft.iblilhmcnt 
in  the  :Eaft,  they  may  probably  change  their  plan,  and  con 
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vert  it  into  a  war  of  devaluation  in  the  Wei!,  and  to  an  auxa» 
ltary  war  in  the  Eaft,  and  effectually  prevent  us  from  having' 
any  benefit  in  thole  foreign  fettlemenls  in  which  we  will  not  per* 
IlUt  them  to  have  any  fhare. 

**  If  he  mould  tell  you  all  this,  he  will  tell  you  nothing  but 
the  truth  ;  and  if  he  {half  maturely  reflect:  upon  thefe  things,  he 
will  probably,  before  he  leaves  you,  change  the  words  of  his 
promife  and  his  pledge,  and  may  think  thole  terms  of  peace  fit 
and  honourable  in  our  prefent  fituation,  which  would  have  been 
thought  the  bafefl  and  mod  difgraceful  in  any  former  fituation 
which  this  Country  ever  held,  before  they  'were  curfed  nvith  the 
prefent  incapable,  tyrannical ',  avd  cktefable  Minijiry. — He  will, 
therefore,  probably  change  the  words  of  his  promife,  and  pledge 
himielf  to  vote  for  a  fpeedy  and  ncceiTary  Peace. — He  will  tell 
you  his  mind  upon  this  to-morrow  :  he  will  explain  to  you 
what  he  meant  by  that  honourable  Peace  ;  and  if  he  fliould  not 
do  it  in  words,  his  filence  will  explain  itfelf."

Mr.  Tooke  faid,  "  Gentlemen,  I  have  as  much  private  and 
perfonal  refpedt  for  Sir  Alan  Gardner,  as  I  have  for  any  Gentleman 
with  whom  I  am  as  little  acquainted  ;  and  yet,  it  was  not  for  his 
fake,  but  for  your's,  that  I  requefled  you  to  hear  him  patiently, 
and  not  to  let  him  go  away  as  great  a  ltranger  as  he  came.  By 
ftranger,  I  mean,  that  you  fhould  be"  as  li-ttle  acquainted  with 
his  political  femiments  and  principles,  as  you  were  the  firfl  day 
he  fet  his  foot  upon  the  Hulling?. — You  have  heard  him,  and 
a  moil  extraordinary  explanation  he  has  given  of  what  he 
means  by  an  honourable  Peace — a  Peace  of  <which  <we  are  not  to  he 
ajhamed  But  would  it  not  be  well,  if  he  could  tell  us  of  a  War 
of  which  we  fliould  not  be  alhamed  ?  But  to  know  what  he 
means  by  an  honourable  Peace,  you  mull  prefs  him  farther  ;  for 
we  know  as  little  by  his  prefent  explanation  as  wc  did  before. 
Perhaps,  fo  great  is  his  attachment  to  and  opinion  of  his  friend 
the  Miniiler,  he  may  be  inclined  to  think  that  any  Peace,  or 
any  War,  will  be  honourable,  which  the  Minifter  mail  approve. 
Confiderthat  you  will  have  no  other  opportunity  of  inquiring 
into  the  fentiraents  of  your  Reprefenta'tives  for  fix  or  feven 
years  to  come.  For  the  Minifter,  as  I  take  it,  has  lent  Sir  Alan 
Gardner  here  upon  this  occafion  for  two  reafons.  The  firfl,  and 
as  I  fuppofe  the  chief  reafon,  is,  that  he  imagines  he  can  rely 
"upon  his  vote-  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons.     The  fecond  reafon 

is, 
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is,  that  he  is  a  profeflional  man.  The  Miniiter  is  very  grateful 
to  thofe  who  vote  as  he  would  have  them.  Preferment  out  of 
a  profeffion  always  vacates  a  feat  in  Parliament,  but  profeffional 
preferment  does  not.  The  Miniiter,  therefore,  chooles  a  pro- 
feffional man  for  his  Candidate  at  WefrminiLr,  kindly  and  gen- 
teelly towards  you,  merely  to  fave  you  the  trouble  of  repeated 
Elections.  The  Miniiter,  I  have  no  doubt,  would,  if  he  could, 
fave  you  the  trouble  of  having-  any  Election  a"t  all:  he  cer- 
tainly takes  as  much  care  as  he  poffihly  can  to  prevent  it.  He 
proved  it  to  you  not  long  ago,  when  he  made  Lady  Hood  a 
Peerefs  !  [Some perfons  hi/Jed,  fome Jhouted^  fome  laughed.]  It  is 
impoffible  for  me  to  know  whether  the  Gentlemen  hifs  at  the 
Peerage"  or  at  me.  [Numbers  (houted,  4<  The  Peerage  !  the  Peer- 
figeJ"]  1  beg  not  to  be  mil  under  Aood  ;  I  mean  10  make  no  re- 
flection on  the  Peerage  :  I  fay  now,  as  I  have  faid  before,  that 
Lord  Hood  has  not  had  half  what  he  deferves.  1  mention  it 
only  as  an  inftance  of  the  Minifter's  care  to  prevent  you  trou- 
ble ;  for  when  he  had  fecured  the  Peerage  to  the  family,  he  de- 
layed the  Patent  to  Lord  Hood  till  the  diitolution  of  Parlia- 
ment, in  order  to  defeat  your  Election  of  a  new  Reprefemative. 
"  Gentlemen,  on  the  fame  principle,  if  you  mould,  which, 
notwithstanding  the  numbers  on  the  Poll,  I  ilill  think  you  will 
not  do  ;  but  if  you  fliould  return  Sir  Alan  Gardner  your  Repre- 
ferttative  in  Parliament,  I  much  fear  we  fhall  lofe  the  benefit  of 
his  exertions  in  his  firft  profeffion  againit  our  foreign  enemies  : 
for  I  mould  not  wonder  if  the  Miniiter  fliould  be  unwilling  to 
truft  Sir  Alan  again  to  fea,  for  fear  fome  accident  fliould  hap- 
pen, to  produce  that  which  he  diflikes  more  than  all  other 
things,  another  Weitminfter  Election.  It  is  fortunate,  however, 
for  the  Admiral,  that  he  has  taken  up  a  new  profeffion,  that  of 
combating  our  domeftic  enemies.  I  call  it  a  new  profeilion, beca.ufe 
it  certainly  never  before  was  underftood  to  make  a  part  of  the 
qualification  of  a  feaman.  I  refer  to  the  Admir.J  himfelf.  1  am 
f'ure  he  will  acknowledge,  that  when  he  was  examined  and  paft 
as  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Navy,  not  one  fingle  queftioii  was  put  to 
him  by  the  Board  of  Admiralty  about  the  means  of  atmoyitjg 
domeftic  enemies.  But  this  new  profeffion  ho  has  now  taken 
up  :  he  has  pledged  himfelf  to  combat  the  domeftic  enemies  of 
the  Country.  Surely,  then,  it  is  fair  to  afk  him  to  explain 
himfelf.  Surely,  it  is  fair  to  afk  him  to  point  Out  thefe  domeftic 
enemies  ; — it  may  be  done  in  two  words:  he  nuv  tell  us  who 
they  are,  and  with  what  weapons  he- means  to  combat  them. 
Who  but  himfelf  can  tell  ?  Perhaps,  when  the  Admiral  talk fl  ot 
domeftic  enemies,  he  means  me' ;  perhaps  he  means  yx)u  ;  per- 
haps he  means  the  Electors  of  vVeflminftcr  who  have  fupported1 
me  ;   perhaps  he  means  ail  thofe  who  are  enemies  to  I 

the  Minifter.     If  he  does  fo,  that  would  be  a   large  Hit  indeed  ; 
for  it  would  include  all  tiioi-j  }'rfons    who  al  and  true 

friends  of  their  Country. 
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"  But  I  am  not  willing  to  give  the  Admiral  too  long  ataik  zt 
once  ;  perhaps  the  length  of  what  I  laid  yefterday,. may  be  the 
caufe  oi  the  ihortnd's  of  his  anhver  to-day.  Let  him  tell  us 
fir  ft,  then,  who  thefe  domeilic  enemies  are  :  let  him  fatjsfy  us 
that  he  has  not  made  a  formal  declaration  of  war  againtt  Pal- 
ftajf's  men  in  hucham,  and  in  Kendal  Green!  The  Admiral  mull 
have  meditated  deeply  on  this  fubject  :  he  muft  have  done  fo  ; 
u  isimpoilible  that  he  fhouki  fafhfy  have  di (honoured  his  Coun- 
try by  iuppofing  domeilic  enemies,  unlefs  he  certainty  knew 
that  there  were  fuch.  Let  hun  fhft,  then,  declare  thefe  ene- 
mies, and  we  will  come  to  him  lor  inftrucr.ions  how  to  combat 
them.  We  will  fight  agajnft  them  under  his  ihmda.rd,  under 
any  ftandard — except  the  llandard-of  the  prefent  Minifter;  for  he 
treacheroufiy  told  us  formerly,  that  the  Proprietors  of  Borough* 
were  our  domeitic  enemies  >  and  afterwards,  by  the  jnoft  atro* 
cious  means,  he  endeavoured  to  take  away  our  lives  for  follow* 
ing  his  own  inftruclion-*.  They  certainly  were  "his  own  instruc- 
tions ;  for  1  have  them  In  his  own  hand-writing,.  And  yet  I 
ought  to  be  cautious  how  I  fay  certainly,  for  I  have  no  better 
authority  for  it  than  the  Minifier ')  own  oath  in  the  late  Trials  at 
the  Old  Bailey!'*

Mr..TooKE  faid,  "  Gentlemen,  You  have  with  great  pro- 
priety liftened  patiently  to  the  Admiral  this  day;  and  I  thinlc  in 
Some  meafure  you  have  been  paid  for  it.  You  fee  it  is  very 
plain  that  he  does  not  want  words,  and  it  is  very  plain  tome  that 
be  does  not  want  matter.  The  only  difficulty  which  he  appear* 
to  me  to  labour  under,  fpring?  not  from  himfelf,  but  from  ano- 
ther quarter.  He  is  retrained;  he  muft  not  let  out  too  much!! 
As  he  explained  toyou  what  he  meant  by  an  ** honourable  peace,4* 
fi>  has  he  explained  what  he  meant  by  "  clomejljc  enemies  !  !" 
Gentlemen,  1  have  difcovered  who  are  the  domeilic  enemies— 
you  may  dWcover  it,  not  from  their  words,  but  from  the  praclue 
of 'the  Minijler  and  his  followers.  You  know  that  difciplined 
armies  are  nrt  permitted  to  plunder  and  pillage  their  friends : 
thofe  are  the  enemies  from  whom  they  take  the  booty. 

*'  Gentlemen,  a  Nation  that  has  been  treated  as  this  has 
been,  has  a  right  to  demand  two  things— -fecurity  for  the  future,  and 
justice  for  the  past  !  !  !  One  of  the  Candidates,  Mr.  Fox, 
by  his  declarations  to  you  from  the  HufKngs,  has  given  you  full 
reafon  to  be  fatisfied?  that  he  will  exert  his  utmoft  endeavours  to 
obtain  them  both  for  you.     For  my  own  part,  for  all  that  is  per- 
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foual  to  myfelf,  I  (hould  be  well  contented  to  let  the  delinquent 
go  free,  provided  we  could  obtain  fecurity  for  the  r  i  ghts  of  the 
people   in  future.     The  ether  Candidate  has  given  you  no  reajim 
to  expefl  his  ajfift-anu  in  obtaining'  either.  He  is  looking  anxiouily 
forward  to  that  honourable  peace,  of  which  neither  &,  nor yon9 
nor  the  Mtn\fier%   will  be  afhamed.     The  Miniftcr  afnamed  of  the 
peace!    Who  has  #t>*  been  afhamed  of  the  War!!    The  Admiral 
Ibrrbwfully  told  you,  he  might  be  reduced  to  half -pay  ;    and,  that 
in  cafe  of  fuch  an  event,   his  Major-Grueraljhip  ©f  the  Marine* 
would  nat -be  worth  more  to   him  than  a-bout  fix  hundred  pounds 
J* year  !  1  ! — [Great  jhoutings\  and  interruption  for  feme  time.}. — Gen* 
Clemen,  I  am  frequently  compelled,  perhaps  from   the  improper 
manner  in  which  I.exprefs  myfelf,  to  re  que  ft  you  not  ro  mi  fun* 
tkrihmd  my  words.     The  G en er  al,  /  mean  the  /tdmiraf  thougk 
indeed  I  might  call  him  either,    for  he  is  both!  !    [again  /banting 
end  interruption]  I  do  not   mean  to,  call  the  High teit  imputation 
upon  fe$e  reward  he  ha*  received /J  f  Before  God j  I  think  he  ck~ 
Jh'ves  double.     But  the  Admiral  did  nor,  as  1  wifli   he   hadr  he 
did  not  feem  to  caft  a  thought,  at  Waif   he  did    not  utter  n  hvori^ 
concerning  thole  ether  gallant  Officers  in  the  fervice,  who,  with  an 
equal  claim  with  himfelf  to  reward,  will  be  reduced  as  well  as 
himfelf  to  half-pay,  and  have  nof?ien d  in   the  Minifter  to  make 
them  alfo  Generals  of  Marines.     Another  conhderation  affects  m« 
much  more  ffrongly  :  If  there  are  to  be/bc-m  Generals  and /ham 
Colonels  of  Marines  for  the  Officers,  why  are  there  not  alfoy&^ras: 
marines    for   the  private  men?     However,    Gentlemen*    thefe 
neglected  Officers  and  Privates  will  certainly  have  one  re  four  oe 
left.

The  fea  fervice  is  not  a  very  active  one,  compared  to  this  new 
fervice.

Look  at  his  activity  and  exploits- 
I  think  he  commenced  his  political  warfare  again  if  domeftk  ene- 
mies, in  the  office  of  Secretary  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland; 
and  he  contrived,  in  that  nutation,  to  gain  and  take  from  the 
enemy  one  or  two  very  comfortable  revcrfions.    But,  Gentlemen, 
this  was  only Jkirmijbing  in  Ireland  ; — and,  therefore,  very  fortu- 
nately for  us,  I  mean  very  fortunately  fw  him,   (one  is  very  apt 
to  make  thefc  miftakes  in  fpeaking)    I  fay,  very  fortunately  for 
him,  he  came  over  to  us  in  England  to  join  the  main  /W«'/f  againft 
1  the  foe.     He  had  fcarce  let  his  foot  in  the  Country  when  Ik-  at- 
tacked, not  a  very   fttong  poff,  1  mean,  a  feat  at  the  Treafury 
Board,    and    that   produced   him    1600I.   a-year.     [-Many  of  the 
People  cried,  "  IVbat !  no  more?"]   You  fay,   u  IV hat  I  no  more?" 
He  faid,  "  the  farm  !!!f*} '-Howevtr,  lie  wa»  fe&ffely  warm  in  his 
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feat,  than  he  was  again  inaclion,  and  was  quickly  made  Paymafief6 
General  of  the  Forces!  This  brought  hitn  2000I.  a-year!  !  But 
ftill  his  mind  ran  more  upon  receipt  than  payment — he  foon 
quitted  that  ftation  to  become  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons^ 
,  and  that  place  is  worth  6000I.  a-year! .'  !  You  think  now,  per- 
haps, that  ihave  finished  thelifl  of  his  exploits*  Nothing  like  it! 
The  wig  of  the  Speaker  was  fcarcely  fitted  to  his  heady  when  he 
became  Secretary  of  State  and  a  Cabinet  Counfellor.  [Many 
tried,  "  What  is  that  worth?"]  What  is  that  worth  !  Why,  it  is 
worth,  befides  the  falary,  juft  as  much  as  the  confidence  of  the 
poffeilor  will  let  him  make  of  it.  But  his  activity  in  thefe  hofti- 
lities  does  not  ilop  here.  He  is  quickly  made  a  Peer  !  [Num- 
bers cried  out,  "  What  is  that?  <what  is  that ?"]  Why,  I  fhould 
have  more  difficulty  to  anfwer  that  queftion  than  any  of  the 
others.  But  his  duty  in  the  Houfe  as  a  Peer  of  the  Realm,  and 
his  employment  as  '\  Cabinet  Counfellor,  and  the  bufinefs-of  his 
office  as  Secretary  of  State,  were  not  enough  for  his  aftive  fpirit. 
He  had  ftill  time  left  for  farther  hofiilities,  and  he  was, made  Ran- 
ger of  both  the  Parks.

And 
this  produces  to  him,  I  believe,  7000I.  a  year  more! !  Perhaps 
you  will  afk  me,  When  he  will  think  he  has  enough  ?  I  can  tell  you 
.to  a  fart  king*  As  foon  as  he  is  in  poffeffion  of  the  utmofl  farthing 
he  can  get  I 

"  Now,  Gentlemen,  there  is  fo  me  thing  very  ftrange,  very 
extraordinary,  which  ought  to  be  noticed,  that  in  all  the fe  ac- 
tive fervices,  and  in  all  thefe  hard/hips  which  he  has  gone 
through,  this  Gentleman  was  never  once  known,  at-leaft  fo  far  as 
I  have  ever  heard,  he  was  never  known  once  to  complain  for 
ivant  of  bread ;  no,  nor  of  the  dearnefs  of  bread,  nor  of  any  other 
prejfure  which  we  all  of  us  feel  from  our  Taxes  and  other  Bur- 
dens ! !  He  had  found  a  fubflitute  !  This  is  one  of  thofe  wife 
Statefmen  of  this  great  Nation,  who  entered  into  a  folemrt 
league  and  covenant,  into  a  folemn  compact  and  agreement  with 
each  other,  that,  in  order  to  relieve  the  public  diftreis,  they  .would 
not,  for  feveral  months  to  come,  touch — either  pudding  or  pye  / 
They  propofed  alio  a  fubflitute  for  you.  They  did  not  indeed 
fay  w  hat  it  fhould  be ;  but  thefe  Minifterial  Gentlemen  are  always 
very  fhy  in  explaining  the  terms  and  words  which  they  make  ufe 
of  upon  tfre-fe  occali'ons-  You  may  have  feen  how  it  is  here, 
[looking  at  the  Admiral ;]  When  we  pufli  them  to  explain  the 
meaning  of  their  words,  they  are  as  filent  as  dead  men.  There 
is  a  faying  indeed,  that  "dead  men  tell  no  tales  :"  but  that  h 
not  true  hi  political  matters  ;  for  in  them  it  feems  that  dead  men 
only  tell  tales 

"  The  famous  Hiftorian,  Mr.  Gibbon,  who  lately  left  us,  has 
left  a  written  account  of  his  campaigns  againfl ;the  domejlic  enemy; 
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and  he  explains  the  terms  he  ufes  as  he  goes.  He  too  was  for  one  or 
two  Parliaments  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons— -he  too  declared  that 
be  had  a.  friend/hip  for  the  Mini fler,  and  he  explained  the  term.-— 
By  "  friendlhip  for  the  Miniiter,"  he  means  that  he  'voted  with 
him  upon  every  que/lion.

more:*  He  flopped  at  the  word  Love.  You  fee  how  unfortunate 
he  is  now  in  his  amours.  No  wonder,  Gentlemen,  he  told  you 
yefterday  that  he  remembered  the  grand  Rebellion  in  45.  But, 
Gentlemen,  you  hear  every  day  from  the  other  two  Candidates, 
that  the  one  or  the  other  is  at  the  head  of  the  Poll  :*  I  am  afraid

tl  To  judge  of  thi3  poll,  you  muftconfider  the  forts  of  votes-— 
becaufe  we  mull  not  diffemble  $•  we-H«*&-do  juftice  to  the  devil. 
In  order  to  eilimate  between  the  Public  and  the  Minifter,  we 
mull  confider  the  influence  which  produced  the  votes.  Thefe 
votes  for  Fox  and  Gardner  I  attribute  to  the  Minister's  influence. 
I  cannot  fuppefe.that  any  o£thepe*fonal  friends  of  Mr.  Fox,  or 
of  his  politics,;  .could  have  polled  fb  unnaturally.  If  there 
fliould  be  as  exception  of  two  or  three,  or  more,  it  would 
not  alter  the  general  ann  of  the  reasoning.  I  fu-opofe-  thefe 
1663  votesr  to  have  been  given  fo  Mr.  Fox  by  the  Mihifter.  I 
ffared'to  you  in  the  beginning  of  this  Ekc~tion,'that  I  had  the  ho- 
nour to  be  the  Candidate  mej  hated  by  the  Minifter ;  ami  for  this 
there  are  many  reafons.

Gentleman,  bathe  has  attempted to rmtrder  me  /  This, 
theny  Gentlemen,,  19  one  reafonable  ground  for  my  fuppofition, 
Bcfides,  this  ray  ftatcment,  the  Admiral,  who  is  the  Minifier"**  Re^ 
prefenfativehzxz,  confirmed:  for  he  told  you  in  fo  many  words, 
that  he  fliould  cbufe  tobe  returned  your  Reprefentative  in  Par* 
liament  with  the  Right  Hort.  Gentleman,  rather  than  with  me* 
Suppofing,  therefore,  that  thefe  .double  votes  for  Fox  and  Gard- 
ner are  to  be  attributed  to  the  Miriiftcrss  influence,  I'deduc^  them 
from  Mr.  Fox's  poll,  and  with  that  deduction  his  jpoil  will 
amount  to  2298.  I  had  polled  laft  night  2303.  I  therefore  eili-*  I 
mate,  that  I  had  then  polfed  five  votes  more  than  Mr.  Fox.  But 
I  ought  not  to  fay  that  iTiave  polled,  but  that  the  Public  have 
polled.

You  may  depend  upon  it.* 
his  vanity  is  not  at  all  increafed  by  this  Poll — He  knows  it  is 
the  Mmifter's,  not  his  ;  and  he  wilhes  the  Minifter  to  have  the 
/all  honour  of  it.  The  Minifter  has  polled  3884.  His  numbers 
are,  for  Fox  and  Gardner,  1663  ;  Gardner  and  Tooke,  15  ; 
ilngle  votes  for  Gardner,  2206.  \Gretxt  fhouthtg  by  the  Minifter's 
friends.}  There  is  no  mighty  occafion  for  exultation  at  the  num- 
bers ;  for  he  might  have  had  the  1663  as  ^ngle  votes  into  the 
"bargain.  The  15  votes  for  Tooke  and  Gardner—  (flfmnbtrs 
tried  out,  "  Give  them  to  him,  Give  them  to  him")— No,  1  can- 
not fpare  to  the  Admiral  thefe  fifteen  vqtes;  as  many  of  you 
would  have  me.  It  is  fo  extremely  unnatural  a  Poll,  that  I 
-think  it  is  eafily  accounted  for.  Certainly  they -did  not  vote  for 
the  Admiral  by  my  influence;  and  as  certainly  they  did  not 
vote  for  me  by  the  Admiral's  influence.  Why,  then,  it  evident-

"  What  Mr.  Fox  has  tojd  you  concerning  the  declaration  of 
the  public  opinion'  by  the  numbers  on  the  Foil,  is  of  fome  im- 
portance ;  and  yet   I- hope- not  of  fo  great  importance  as  fome 
may  imagine.     If  it  is  of  importance  that  he  fliould  be  at  the 
head  of  the  Poll,  you  muft  well  beftir  yotirfelves  ;  for  the  Mi- 
nifter  is  at  prefent  at  leaft  1 500  before  him— *-But  do  not  be  difcou-

ll>e  Judge;  have  voted — the.  Majkrs  in  Chancery  have  voted — tin 
J£ings  MtJJt>iigerst  his  Footmen,  his  Scidliohs,  and  all  that  are  de- 
pendent upon  his   Houfchold,   ail  that  arc  dependent  upon  the 
Admiralty  and  all  the  other  Boards,  Officers  in  rhe  Cuftoms  and 
Jfocife,  and  others  who  have  no  right t0  VX)te  J  Yoa  will  *r"?  when 
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all  thefecome  to  be  deducted,  what  a  th'm%  meagre,  wretched  Jkek~ 
ton,  the  Minifter's  Poll  will-make. 

"  It  is  impoflible  to  form  a  precife  judgment  of  this  Poll,  un- 
til it  is  finally  clofed.  .This  I  can  certainly  fay,  that  I  have  not, 
for  my  own  part,  yet  polled  one  third  of  thofe  who  have  declaFed 
themfelves  in  my  favour.  At  the  clofe  of  the  Poll  I  certainly 
mean  to  diiTect  the  whole  of  it ;  and  if  it  fhall  appear  likely  to  be 
ufeful  to  the  Public,  I  will  give  it  to  you- — not  by  word  of  mouth 
indeed  ;  for  I  muft  not,  until  another  Election,  talk  to  more  than 
fifty  people  together,  without  the  interference  of  ajuftice  of

44  I  fear  1  have  detained  you  too  long.  I  (hall  add  but  one 
word  more.  Whilft  I  was  addreffing  you  yeilerday,  the  Admi- 
ral made  (what  I  wilh  he  would  more  often  make)  an  obferva- 
tion  upon  what  I  was  faying,  to  you.  Iwas  giving  you  an  ac- 
count, merely  as  a  i am  pie  of  the  reft  of  the  grafting  greedinefs  and 
public  plunder  of  Lord  Grennjille ;  the  Admiral  laid,  he  did  not  fee 
what  this  had  to  do  with  the  Election.  I  know  it  is  afore  place  j 
and  for  thftt  reafon  I  touched  it.  Now  I  think  it  had  much  to 
do  with  the  Election  and  with  the  Public,  and  ought  to  influence 
materially  the  conduct  of  the  Electors.  It  is  of  the  utmolt  con- 
fequence  to  them  ;  and  if  I  had  time,  here  upon  the  Huftings,  I 
would  inform  them  through  what  pockets  all  their  enormous 
taxes  flow.

Mr.  Fox  sddrefied  the  Electors  as  follows :  "  Gentlemen,  I 
am  glad  that  by  your  exertions  I  am  (o  high  upon  the  poll,  and 
that  by  fo  considerable  a  number  as  to  put  me  more  above  the 
Admiral  than  I  have  been  before  at  any  period  of  this  Election. 
It  has  been  obferved,  that  my  Speeches  from  the  Huflings  have 
been  hitherto  confined  to  the  matter  at  iflue  :  I  have  always 
ftated  to  you  the  fituation  of  the  poll,  whether  I  was  much  at  the 
head  of  it  or  not.  I  have  done  fo  for  this  reafon,  becaufe  I  Hood 
fingly  at  this  Election.    As  I  firit  told  you  by  my  advertiiement, 

and 
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and  my  addrefles  before  you  here,  I  (hall  now  ftate  how  we  now 
ftand  on  this  poll,  and  (hall  compare  the  numbers  for  me  with 
thofe  for  the  Admiral  rather  than  with  thofe  for  Mr.  Tooke, 
becaufe  the  Admiral  is  the  Candidate  my  ftiperiority  over  whom 
appears  to  be  the  moft  important  for  the  public  cauie.  Some  ob- 
fervations  have  been  made  on  this  poll  yefterday :  I  (hall  trouble 
you  with  but  very  few.  I  fee  it  in  a  more  favourable  view  than 
thofe  who  have  hitherto  fpoken  of  it.  I  cannot  help  thinking 
that  this  poll  is  to  be  taken  thus— thofe  who  have  voted  for  the 
Admiral  fingly— thoe  who  have  voted  for  Mr.  Tooke  fingly— 
thofe  Who  have  voted  for  me  fingly,  joined  to  thofe  who  have 
voted  for  Mr.  Tooke  and  me.

THIS  day  a  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Crown  and  Anchor 
Tavern,  to  commemorate  the  late  triumph  of  Mr.  Tooke's 
Election  in  Weftminfler  ;  for  it  'was  a  triumph,  to  have  near 
three  thoufand  unfuborned,  voluntary  Voters,  in  fupport  of  Prin- 
ciple— of  Principle  againft  Intereft — againft  every  perfonal  con- 
sideration of  hope  and  fear — except  the  tear  of  not  doing  a  duty — 
except  the  hope  of  felf-approbation  when  that  duty  was  done. 

On  this  occafion,  (fanguine  as  we  were  in  the  expectation, 
that  the  People  are  at  length  coming  to  their*  fenfes,  and  to  be 
trifled  with  no  longer)  we  were  furpriied  at"  the  numbers  who 
dined  together.  The  room  at  the  Crown  and  Anchor  Tavern  is 
by  far  the  largeft  in  London  :  That  was  crowded  with  five  tables 
Sn  it !  and  the  overflow  of  people  filled  every  room  in  the  houfe ! — 
a  refort  this,  which,  whether  from  curiofity  or  attachment  (and 
it  was  much  more  the  laft  than  the  firft),  was  a  very  lingular 
compliment  to  the  various  merit  of  Mr.  Tooke.

The  Chairman  faid,  "  Fellow-Countrymen,  we  have  been 
told  from  the  Huttings,  that  we  are  tied  to  a  Tree— the  Tree  oi

A  Gentleman  faidy  it  was  the  wim  of  the  company  near  him 
to  drink  the  health  of  the  perfon  in  vvh.ofe  Caufe  they  were  a£- 
fcmblcd  ;   and  therefore  he  mould,  without  any  apology,  give 

5.  "  John  Horne  Tooke." 

This  toaft  was  received  with  the  greatefl  applaufe. 
Mr.  Tooke  faid, 

"  Gentlemen,  It  will  be  impoffible  for  me  to  thank  you  fuffi- 
*  icntly  for  the  honour  you  have  done  rae^  It  is  very  much  un- 
expected, becaufe  I  underftood  that  the  Stewards  did  not  intend 
to  name  any  perfon  in  their  toairs.  We  meet  for  Principles  : 
and  the  mo  ft  diftant  idea  of  any  man,  or  any  party,  would  cer- 
tainly be  an  injury  to  our  Caufe.  I  accept  and  thank  you  for 
the  toaft,  as  the  health  of  the  Principles. 

"  It  is  totally  unneceffary  for  me  to  fay  one  word  of  exhorta- 
tion to  a  company  like  this ;  but  I  may  give  you  a  word  or  two 
of  comfort.  The  Reign  of  Corruption,  you  may  be  allured,  is  to- 
ward  its  clofe  ;  and  I  will  tell  you  on  what  foundation  I  build 
this  opinion.  I  will  do  it  as  fhortly  as  I  can.  A  very  little 
knowledge  of  ourHiftory  will  mew,  that  Terror  was  the  engine 
principally  employed  for  the  Defpotifm  of  the  Stuarts  :  That 
Government  attempted  to  be  abfolute  by  Terror  :  they  pro- 
ceeded as  Tyrants  always  do — uiing  Power  as  their  right 
hand,  and  Reafon  only  as  their  left.  A  little  more  than  an  hun- 
dred years  ago,  they  were  fhipwrecked  in  that  attempt  to  govern 
by  Terror.  They  fncceeded  in  murdering  thofe  whom  tbey 
pleafed,  and  were  murdered  them/elves  for  the  murders  which  they 
had  committed.  A  different  aera,  and  a  different  fyftem,  fol- 
lowed j  and  thole  who  did  not  dare  to  purfue  the  fyftem  of  Ter- 
ror, followed  the  fyftem  of  Corruption :  and  this  has  drained 
the  People  almoft  to  the  dregs ;  for  the  conduct  of  Lord  North 
was  fuch,  that  when  Mr.  Pitt  came  into  office,  he  did  not 
find  money  enough  to  corrupt  with — barely  enough  for  him/elf 
and  his  family;  and  he  was  compelled  to  have  recourfe  to  the 
Corruption  of  Vanity.  New  titles  were  employed.  We  had 
but  one  Marquis  then,  and  now  we  have  them  in  great  plenty. 
If  I  am  not  miflaken,  this  title  of  Marquis  was  firft  confer- 
red in  England  by  that  weak  Tyrant  Richard  the  Second. 
Englifhmen  would  not  bear  it  j  and  the  man  upon  whom  it  was 
conferred,  was  compelled  to  make  an  apology  to  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  and  get  rid  of  the  title.  Another  of  Mr.  Pitt's 
methods  was  to  increafe  the  number  of  Knights  of  the  Gar- 
ter :  It  was  determined  that  Princes  of  the  Blood  mould  not  be 
reckoned  among  the  eflablimed  number.  Another  method  was 
to  eltablifh  the  new  Order  of  St.  Patrick,     Another  method  was 
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to  pretend,  that  to  be  a  Baronet  was  a  necefTary  ftep  to  being  a 
Baron,  in  order  to  make  that  foolifh  title  of  Baronet  delirable  ; 
for  a  number  of  perfons  had  faid  they  were  Gentlemen,  and 
would  not  degrade  themfelves  to  become  Baronets.  But  the 
fource  of  Corruption  being  now  almoft  dry,  they  proceed  to  the 
iyftem  of  Slaughter!  They  attempt  our  lives!  They  think  we 
are  afraid  to  die — For  they  never  refort  to  Terror  whil'ft  they  can 
go  on  with  Corruption.  But  as  Ribbons  are  fliil  delired,  it  is 
probable,  indeed  it  is  rumoured,  that  fome  frefh  Orders  will  be 
created.  And  as  we  have  this  one  advantage  by  the  tax  upoa 
houfes,  that  we  are  able  to  know  how  many  there  are  in  the  "and  ; 
fo,  if  Mr.  Pitt  will  but  give  a  Ribbon  to  every  one  who  Is 
willing  to  wear  it,  we  fhall  be  able  to  tell,  exactly  to  an  unit, 
how  many  fools  there  are  in  the  Country." 

The  Chairman  faid,  "  Fellow-Countrymen,  you  have  heard 
much  of  a  fubftitute  for  bread  :  I  will  give  you  as  a  toait — 

6.  "  Halters — a  proper  fubititute  for  Bribes  and   unmerited 

Pennons.' * 

7.  "  A  fpeedy  removal  of  the  ftinking  rubbim  of  the  prefent  Ad- 

miniftration."" 
The  Chairman  faid,  "  I  have  been  delired  to  give  aToaft— 

8.  "  The  Right  Hand  of  the  People.1' 

9.  "  An  effectual  Stop  to  the  National  Leak." 

Mr.  Tooke  faid,  "  I  am  deiired  by  the  Chairman,  who  has 
made  himfelf  a  little  hoarfe,  to  give  the  following  toaft :  It  is 
the  fentiment  of  Mr.  Fox,  and  in  his  own  words : 

'10.  "  DeftrucVicn  to  that  Administration  which  has  deflroyed  more 
human  beings  in  its  foreign  wars  than  Louis  the  Fourteenth, 
and  attempted  the  lives  of  more  innocent  men  at  home  than 
Henry  the  Eighth.1' 

An  Elector,  whofe  name  we  do  not  know,  raid,  that  as  they 
had  drank  the  Univerfal  Caufe  of  Liberty,  he  fhoulJ  be  glad  if 
Mr.  Horne  Tooke  would  irate  to  the  Meeting,  whether  it  is 
confiitent  or  within  the  bounds  of  a  Member  of  Parliament  to 
explain  his  opinion  upon  the  fubjec't  of  Parliamentary  Reform. 
He  wifhed  to  know  what  Reform  Mr*  Fox  did  approve;  fo'  he 
"Understood  Mr.  Fox  did  not  like  Univerfal  Suffrage  and  Annual 
Parliaments.  If  Mr.  Fox  continued  an  enemy  to  all  Reform,  he 
could  not  expect  the  friend/hip  of  the  People.  Without  Reforrs, 
he  faw  no  ufe  in  their  putting  their  Rcprefentarivc  into  the 
Houfe  ;  for  Mr.  Fox  was  always  in  a  Minority  whillt  he  oppofed 
the  Minifter;  and  if  Mr.  Tooke  was  in  the  Houfe,  he  would 
be  always  with  the.  Minority  too.  He  wifhed,  therefore,  that  Mr. 
Tooke  or  Mr.  Fox  Would  inform  the  People  what  means  tkey 
were  to  Ufe  to  regain  their  Rights,  and  expel  tncfe  profligate 
Miniiters. 
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Mr.  Tooke  faid, 

"  Nothing  in  the  world  ever  gives  me  more  pleafure  than  to 
be  called  upon  as  the  Gentleman  has  done.  It  is  the  manner 
in  which  Gentlemen  fhould  call  upon  all  thofe  perfons  who  are 
their  Representatives,  or  who  offer  to  become  their  Reprefenta- 
tives,  and  fcrutinize  every  fentiment  they  hold  which  relates  to 
Public  Liberty.  I  am  called  upon  for  two  things — one,  which 
I  can  anfwer — and  one  which  I  cannot.  As  far  as  relates  to 
myfelf,  I  am  able  to  do  it,  I  am  willing  to  do  it,  and  I  am  glad 
to  do  it ;  but  when  I"  am  called  upon  to  explain  the  fentiments 
of  a  Gentleman  who  is  abfent,  I  muft  beg  to  be  excufed.  I 
think  the  belt,  and  hope  the  beft,  of  Mr.  Fox,  although  there 
are  fome  things  Hill  left  unexplained  by  him.  However,  the 
moment  will  certainly  arrive,  when  the  Gentleman  who  fpoke 
laft,  and  myfelf,  and  all  who  think  as  we  do,  may  compel  him  to 
explain  himfelf  upon  this  fubject,  even  if  he  were  not  inclined 
to  do  fo. 

'■'  The  Gentleman  has  fnppofed,  that  if  I  were  in  Parliament, 
I  too  fhould  be  with  a  Minority.  I  believe  not ;  for  both  the 
Majority  and  Minority  would  perhaps  be  unanimous  to  hang  me. 
For  the  means  which  the  People  oirghf  to  purfue  to  obtain  a  Re- 
form in  Parliament,  I  fay,  they  ought  to  purfue  any  effectual 
means  that  (hall  be  in  their  power.  Individuals  cannot  do  much: 
But,  in  my  opinion/  individuals  ought  to  purfue  their  Rights, 
even  though  they  mould  produce  the  molt  fanguinary  meafures 
from  the  Minifter  againft  them  :  they  ought  never  todefift;  for, 
though  the  Minilter  may  {laughter  them,  the  Liberty  of  the 
People  will  arife  out  of  their  blood  !" 

Mr.  Jones  made  a  very  energetic  fpeech  on  the  neceffity  of 
Readily  purfuing  the  grand  object  of  Parliamentary  Reform. 

The  Chairman  faid,  "  Fellow-Countrymen,  I  am  now  come 
to.  the  laft  toafr,  which  I  think  fo  excellent,  that  I  do  not  doubt 
but  you  will  join  me  with  three  times  three— 
ii.  "  The  Privates  in  the  Ranks." 

A  Gentleman  delired  to  give  as  a  toaft, 
12.  "  The  convifted  Patriots  of  New  South  Wales,  and  the  tried 
Patriots  all  over  the  World." 

Mr.  Bos  vi  lie  quitted  the  Chair  about  half  paft  eight,  amidft 
the  applaufes  of  the  company,  many  of  whom  continued  for  fome 
time  longer  in  a  convivial  and  peaceful  circle. 

Moft  of  the  toafts  given  by  the  Chairman  were  collected  from 
the  excellent  fpeeches  of  Mr.  Tooke  delivered  from  the  Huttings. 

Some  excellent  patriotic  fongs  were  fimg  by  Mr.  P.ukin  and 
other  Gentlemen.  At  ten  o'clock  the  company  adjourned,  highly 
gratified  with  the  entertainment  of  the  evening. 
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
